j of-wav must be 60 feet wide. 
The 
j grade must be 30 feet from curb to 
curb with a 24-ft. crown and a 12-ft. 
caj). 
Mr. Leonard says that all the pan­ 
handle counties have a natural road 
bed that will require for the greater 
part of the distance but little money 
to put in first-class condition and 
once in good shape will cost but a 
trifle to maintain. 
In Donley, Hall, 
Childress and 
Wilbarger 
counties 
there are some short stretches of sand 
and some hills that will need a heav­ 
ier expenditure. 
However, the worst 
places are now in passable condition 
aud tourists travel is already going 
over the rout# and finding it fairly 
good. 
The Red river crossing in Hall 


county will be the greatest problem 
the association will have to solve. 
While this crossing may be forded by 
automobiles practically all the year, 
a bridge is greatly needed and in the 
event that the road shall be accepted 
as the official route between Colorado 
and Texas the association will under­ 
take the construction of the bridge 
and complete it in time for the tour­ 
ist travel to the San Francisco expo­ 
sition in 1915.—Bowie Blade.

Yoshihito’s life in its earliest years 
reflected the changed condition of Ja­ 
pan. 
H e w as brought up dem ocratic­ 
ally aud attended school iii the College 
of Peers, w hich is intended for the ed 
(nation of princes 
and 
nobles, 
but 
which is open to all. 
H ere he worked w ith the rest, pos­ 
sessing no privileges unpossessed by 
the most obscure and w ith a punctual­ 
ity insisted upon from even him, the 
descendant of the gods. 
In this w ay cam e the com parative 
developm ent of his social instincts and 
his preference fur talking directly w ith 
his com pany than through the august 
interm ediary of court officialdom. 
Pater, however, he cam e under tile 
care of a tutor, General Oku, who w as 
assisted by a Mr. Adachi, w ho seem s 
to have been linguistically inclined. 
From General Oku he also studied 
m ilitary tactics and early proved that 
iii Japan royalty Is som ething of a tal­ 
ism an. 
A t thirteen lie w as a lieuten 
ant, at sixteen colonel of the army. 
In these early years from our w est­ 
ern view point he lived a life of re­ 
m arkable 
independence 
of 
parental 
control 
H e occupied, alm ost from in­ 
fancy, a palace o f his ow n —not, how ­ 
ever, distant from tile em p erors and 
w ithin that park which could com ­ 
fortably accom m odate the V atican and 
Central park and be sublim ely uncoil 
scions of the assim ilation. 
This, under the charge of a cham ­ 
berlain and three assistan ts and at a 
yearly exp en se of 50,000 yen, w as his 
hom e throughout his years of school­ 
ing and early manhood, aud it con­ 
tained everything that even a crown 
prince of Japan should have. 
It cam e perilously near the luxuries 
offered by any ocean liner. 
T he sm all 
and w eakly prince had his gym nasium , 
his bow ling alley, his tennis aud arch­ 
er courts, his stables, his riding pa­ 
vilion, his fishing ponds. 
Arid these developed in him an out­ 
door taste which gave him. if not rug­ 
ged. 
at least 
normal 
health. 
H ere 
his youth w as spent in the society 
m ostly of royal relatives—th e Japa­ 
nese ex a m p les of his sisters and his 
cousins and his aunts. 
In the seclusion of his palace also 
Yoshihito developed a keen attachm ent 
for versification, w^jch— even in mod­ 
ern Japan 
is d eem * one of the m ost 
im portant aecom pllA m ents in 
court 
circles, w riting both ti Japanese and 
Chinese, the last activity correspond­ 
ing w ith that Latin ver** which it w as 
tin* joy o f E nglish schcLjrs iii other 
tim es to com pose.

RURAL SCHOOLS AND ROADS. 


Im p assab le H ig h w a y s Se rio u sly H a n d i­ 
cap the C o u n try C h ild ’s Progress. 
The m ost serious charge yet lodged 
against the rural school is that the 
rate of rural illiteracy is tw ice the 
urban rate, despite the fact that three- 
fourths of our im m igrants are in the 
cities, 
and 
illiteracy 
am ong 
native 
born children of native parentage is 
more than three tim es as great as 
am ong native children of foreign born 
parentage, sa y s A. C. M onahan of the 
federal bureau of education. 
W ith 
226,000 
one 
teacher 
school 
houses, of w hich 5,000 are log build­ 
ings. w e face the fact that the rural 
school 
is alarm ingly neglected. 
Al­ 
though more than GO per cent of the 
children of the entire country are en­ 
rolled iii country schools, the aggre­ 
gate attendance is only 51 per cent. 
Inquiry as to w hy children do not at­ 
tend school longer in m any com m uni­ 
ties w ill alm ost invariably bring the 
reply that bad roads, 
blockades of 
mud. snow drifts, w ashed out bridges 
and the discouraging factor of long 
tram ps through the cold w eather keep 
them aw ay. 
Even the consolidated 
school is lim ited in its u sefulness by 
the im passable highw ay. 
W hile the one room school aud the 
inexperienced teacher are serious de­ 
fects, w e should put m ost of the blame 
w here it belongs—on our abom inable 
highw ays—w hich had better in most 
cases be called low ways. 
W ith good 
roads the little red schoolhouse m ight 
free itself of m any o f the charges it 
now bears —Country Gentlem an. 


OOO m iles o f im proved roads w ere con -j glittered with rare stones, so the forest 
of old has been converted into orna­ 
m ents for tins generation. 
The new 
jew el consists really of petrified wood, 
the fiber of which had been gradually 
replaced by particles of the silicate 
com m only known as opal. 
It is of 
dark red aud blue shades, with many 
flashes of color through it. 
In the sun 
light the stone has a fascinating play 
of hues. 
There are specim ens which 
are of exquisite beauty. 
O palescent wood is used for pend­ 
ants, brooches and also for rings. 
In 
appearance it rivals the precious opal 
w hich is brought from H ungary. Wood 
opals hitherto have been found in the 
w estern U nited States, but none of the 
quality of those widely have recently 
been discovered. 
The finer specim ens 
are quite ^ p e n siv e . 
They are usually 
cut w ith a convex surface in order to 
bring out the play of colors. 
It is an old belief that the opal 
brings good luck to him w ho w ears it. 
and there are various qualities attrib­ 
uted to the stone which m ay be traced 
to 
the ancient 
belief in 
talism ans. 
Some of the opalescent wood speci­ 
m ens show the grain of the tree, the 
structure of w hirii they follow , as they 
w ere gradually deposited from the w a­ 
ters w hich carried in solution the ele­ 
m ents from which they w ere formed.
